Abolition of British Slavery. 


The subjoined article is written in answer 


to the question of a'correspondent of the 
COMPILER relative to the termination of slav- 
ery in the British provinces. Notwithstand- 
ing the facts, generally known, that the 
English colonies swarmed with slaves 
miserable coaditiou, and that English trad- 
ers were so profitably engaged ia the trade 
as to require tbe penalty of death to be at- 
tached to the act for the abolition of the 
slave trade, yet Gieat Britain's most emi- 
nent jurist, in 1758, wiorethis; "The spirit 
of liberty is so deeply implanted in our con- 
stitution, and rooted iu our very soil, tbat a 
slave or u negro, the moment he lands ia 
England, falls nuder the protection ot the 
laws and so far becomes a freeman. Upon 
these principles the law of England abhors, 
and will uot endure the existence of slavery 
within this uation." 


The explanation of this, at least, aeerning 


inconsistency, lies in this, tbat within the 
borders of England, exclusive ot her posses- 
sions outaide, slavery has uot been permitted 
since tbe time of the flist Norman King, 
William the Conqueror. At the same time, 
however, ber merchants iuside of Eoglaod 
and outside, largely controlled tbe African 
trade. Tbe treiitmentof ownerannd traders 
in tbo colonies^called forth petition after pe- 
tition to Parliament for redress of this na- 
tional evil. Tbe formation of a London so- 
ciety of philanthropists, iu 1787, for the sup- 
pression of ibe traffic, wan the lirsfcstepin 
reform. 
In 1738 tbe Crown issued an order 


oi inquiry into tbe condition of tbe slave 
trade. 
Then followed a prohibition of 


shivery iu the conquered colonies. Lord 
Howick (Eurl Grey) introduced the general 
abohttou hill iu 1807, racking all slave trade 
illegal after J-m. 1st, 1808. 
It passed both 


bouses acid received the royal signature. 
O-ving, however, to the leniency ot the pen- 
alty for the infringement; of the act, it was 


dtqnate for ita purpose. By the act of 


1813, therefore, this penalty was made fel- 
ony, putmhanle with fourteen years' traos- 
portutioD. Bub this seems to have been in- 
sufTicieat, (or the act of 1824. declared it pi- 
racy, and, as sucb, punishable with death. 
Afterward, ia 1837, this was mitigated, leav- 
ng it transportation for life, 


Tbe reader will observe that the abolition 


of the slave trade was not the emancipation 


if aluves. They were two different and sep- 
arate acts 
As Englaad abolished tbe trade 


in 1807, so did the United States, soon ai'cer, 
n 1808. 
It was in 1865 that our coostitu- 


;i(>unl nmenduienfc-i were adopted, two years 
subsequent to Mr. Lincoln's proclamation of 
January 1st, 18G3, So it was not until 18113 
tbat England made her statute, whereby the 
system of slavery which was still iu exist- 
ence, though tbe sUve trade had been sap- 


iseJ, was abolished at a coat of 20,000,000 


wunds sterling in compensation to owners. 
Tbia WHS during tbe reign of William tbe 
Fourth. 


Soon after Eaglaud'a reform, similar 


meaaures were adopted by the more import- 
ant of-the South American Republics, Swe- 
den, Denmark, Holland, and later, by 
France. 
In 18'il tbe Quintuple Treaty WUB 


mude l.etweea some ol tbe European powers 
and subsequently ratified by almost all of 
them. So general lias been the movement 
iu the same diiection that, at present, slav- 
ery will he found in but a few Spanish and 
Portuguese colouks.

More Yellowstone Kotes. 


Evtry season tbe Yellowstone Faikhas its 


v_«j,.,l of "camping" visitors, «-ho spend 
„„„., * ulim its limits, lo eijov Ihe bigh 
and dry air and the innumerable wonders 
presented on every band. The way to go 
into "carat/1 is to hire an outfit, say at 
Livingston—two noises and a driver, a stout 


with tent nnd blankets, cooking 
and "grab." A Run is always a 


Jtagerous thing to carry, bnt in tbe Yellow- 
stone Pttdt there are two added "dangers, 
that o! losing tbe gnn and eipnlsion from 
the entire premises-which, as before stated, 
are 75 by 85 miles. 


Tourists are allowed to fl=,h with hook and 


line a» mnch as they may have taste for, 
bnt many of the streams are warm and filled 
with mineral odois to auch an extent as to 
render Ihem unfit for fish life. 


A story is told that along the Yellowstone 


Lake there n a point with cold water to m- 
Tite the tront on one side of a narrow neck 
of land, and water hot enough to cook it on 
the other. The fl»h never leaves the book 
ontil the skeleton bus become "food for (oth- 
er) fishes." Tbe fellow who saw all this 
with his own eyes didn't come down him- 
self. He sent a man. 


Half a dczen gentlemen of onr party in- 


dnlged in a "fly" on the Yellowstone, bnt 
the "catches" were no larger than Jerry 
Carbangh's in Maish creek, though the troot 
were; two or three covering sixteen to eigh- 
teen inches (.piece. Each had a boat of own- 
ers- bnt there were none so poor as to have 
any knowledge of a forlorn li'tle fonr-incher 
that shonld never have left the book bnt to 
be returned to its native element.—What a 
variety of human natnre there is in a tonrist 
party of ten, or twenty, or a hnndred. 
Numbers rarely alter proportions. 


The reader mnst go back with us to sights 


altogether new or only touched upon before. 
First pause in fionl tf the Obs.rti-m Cliff, 
said to be the purest native glass in the 
world, and so baid us to defy the best dia- 
monds to drill it. Indeed, the story is re- 
lated that when the government engineer* 
had decided upon cutting a driving road 
along tbe stream at the foot of the cliff, they 
soon found that all drills had to be abandon- 
ed, and that the breaking ot the glass bad to 
be done by heating the surface with wood 
fixes and suddenly dashing water npon it. 
By this means the glass was ciacked on top 
and a road eiRht or ten feet wide, by about 
one hundred in length, secured, bnt at great 
expense.—And yet tbe Indian knew bow to 
"pound" the sharpest kind of arrow heads 
ont of this stnbbom material. 


The water in the Mammoth Hot Springs 


is clear as crystal and boiling hot, and it 
cornea gashing ont in great streams at many 
places over an expaube of nearly 200 acre?. 
It is strongly impregnated with lime, enl- 
phnr and other mineral and the deposits of 
these through the long nges have bnilt up a 
real monntain, mnch of it of snowy white- 
ness, other parts beautifully colored, and 
the whole a succession of the most fantasti- 
cally shaped terrace?, the eiqnisite twnuly 
of which no written or spoken words can 
describe. While tbe waters here, as every- 
where else in tbe Park, are absolutely trans- 
parent, and one can pee down throngh them 
where the light shines aa readily as through 
the rare mountain air, the colorings of the 
interior coral-like formations making them 
seem pools filled with waters of every hue. 


In every part of tbe Park a'e found boil- 


ing springs or steam vents from tbe eternal 
fires which seem to rage below tbe whole 
region, and the number of isolated geysers is 
not a few, bnt most of the largest and moat 
interesting are-grouped in four basins known 
as the Norris, the Lower, the Fonn'aio and 
the Upper geyser basins. At the last named 
are found within the space of a few hundred 
acres over two hundred geysers and hoi 
springs which have been named and many 
smaller ones which ore nameless, the whole 
including a number of the largest geysers 
known in the world. 


The Yellowstone, a short distance above 


the falls, is a placid stream a little larger 
than the Monocacy, in Maryland. A sac- 
cession of rapids ior half a mile and a con- 
traction of the channel to half of its former 
•width greatly accelerate the current and 
prepare it lor its first plunge of 140 feet of a 
sheer descent at the Upper Falls. The 
stream, still narrowing and becoming more 
boisterous, now hurries forward in a succes- 
sion of short plunges for a few hnndred 
yards between beetling cliffs until it makes 
its mighty plnnge into the depths of the pro- 
found chasm at tbe Lower Falls. The 
height of this fall cannot be ascertained with 
perfect accuracy, bnt it is known to be con- 
siderably more than 300 feet. It is usually 
given at 360 feet, but that is thought to be 
an exaggeration. Those who have seen the 
dropoflCOlcet at Niagara can form some 
idea of this by conceiving a wateifall of 
much less volume but of at least twice the 
height. 


The prevailing Dolor of the giant walls 


which ham in the Yellowstone below the 
great falls is a golden yellow, (hence the 
name,) though it is maiked and streaked in 
many other bright colors at numerous points 
by mineial exudations. The cliffs have 
been cut by the action of the waters into 
many fantastic shapes, and as we first saw 
it in the gathering shadows of the evening 
twilight it was easy lo imagine the turrets 
and battlements of frowning old castles. 
Altogether it was a scene of stupendous 
grandeur, never to be forgotten. 


Cinebar, where all railroading stops aud 


coaching begins, is located eight miles from 
the Mammoth Hot Springs, the "capital" of 
the Park. Cinebar is looking uj>, of course. 
Lightning only strikes places with an eye 
in that direction; and Cinebar will be there 
when the time comes.' It has already achiev- 
ed something in the way of "progress"—a 
"zoo." In the rear of the only saloon, tied 
to a post in a yard, is a large tame bear; a 
playful half-grown wolf, and two or three 
big-eyed owls, all of which are to be seen 
without charge. But the information, quick- 
ly spread, that tbe bear displays a voracioos 
fondness for beer—brand not important—ac- 
celerates the business in bottles of beer at 
the bar very perceptibly. And Brain is as 
good as his reputation all the time. Thrown 
«tightly-corked bottle, his long claws act as 
BO many cork-screws; in a moment the cork 
is thrown away, and the bear, on his haunch- 
es, scrttares himself for a long and satisfying 
"pnlL" When empty, the bottle is rejected 
in a maudlin soft ot way, nod the bear leans 
over to one side—drunk. A rresh bottle, 
however, sobers him on the instant, and tbe 
same performance is repeated. It comes to 
an end, however. A bottle of beer in that 
region costs a quarter; sometimes half a dol-

Value of Hamires. 


The Experiment Station of Cornell Uui- 


vcrsily hns render series ol inve*tii>alU>ns 
on the li»s m itnblu mannn-s by exposure ia 
open baruj»rrts, the results of which are 
snmmamJri ia bulletin 27 of that station, 
published in May, 1891. 


In the experiments of 1SUO horse manure 


•was suvf-il from (lay to day until a pile of 
two !••«• ''-'d '>een accumulated. This was 
done I .1 .1 April 18th to 25th. Cut whcut 
straw was ns=il plentifully as beJiHnf!, the 
lelativc amount of straw nml mannre beii-K 
3,319 pounds of excrement aud B81 ponnils 
of straw. 


Chemical analysis showed taat one ton ul 


this fresh manure contained nearly one 
ponnd of nitrogen, seven and one-half pounds 
of phosphoric acid and eighteen pounds of 
potash, making its value about $280, il 
these constituents be valued at the same la'e 
as-in commercial fertilizers. 


Tbe pile of manure thus made wat pnt m 


- a place exposed to the weulher, and wt.trr 


the drainage was so goml that sill tbe wuter 
not absoibsd by the ni.mure r.iu through 
and off at, once. It remained expm-eil fruni 
April 2obh to Sept. 22J, at which time it 
•was carefully scraped up, weighed and a 
sample taken for analysis. 


It was found th.it the 4 000 had surnuk 


to 1,730 pounds dnriog the six tooistlH, aud 
analysis showed that this 1,730 was less val- 
uable, pound for pound, than the original 
lot of manure. It hud not only lust by 
leaching, but by heatiug or "lire fangiog" 
during periods oi dry weather and the valoe 
of the pile of 4,000 pounds had shrunk from 
$5.60 to $2.12—a toss of 62 per cent. 


In summing np the results of this experi- 


ment, Director Eobeils says : "It seems sufe 
to say that under the ordinary conditions of 
piling and exposure the loss of fertiliziug 
materials dnring the course of the Summer 
is not likely to be much below 50 per cent, 
of the original value of the manure." 


Further experiments showed that the 


liciuid manure from a cow is worth is much 
per day as the solid manure, and that the 
combined lalne of the two is nearly ten 
cents per day, if valued at the same rate as 
commercial fertilizers; that itom a horse at 
seven cents, that from a sheep nt oue and 
one-half cents, and that from a hog at one- 
half cent for liberally-fed, thrifty shotes ot 
medium sizes. 


Director Eoberts is careful to explain that 


these values will have to be modiBed to 
suit individolal circumstances. What he 
means is that if (aimers can afford to buy 
commercial fertilizers at current prices, then 
the manures of the farm are worth the 
prices given. 


Kant Foods and Soils. 


The fertility of soil depends not solely on 


the composition of the soils, but also upon 
the availability oi the feed existing therein 
that comes within the capacity of the plants 
to appropriate, either by the effects of chem- 
ical reaction, or by Hie power nf the roots, 
to chance the composilion ot the soil itself. 
-When the soil is turned over with a plow 
the warmth of the i-r.n, the uir .ml moistnre 
is thns given free acve^s, noil certain charges 
are effected which reader soluble surne per- 
tions of the soil that are inert, aud by the 
Changes thus effected otben are imlncfd, the 
processes being nearly identical with those 
occurring in the laboratory, the difference 
being that the chances i" the soil nre not al- 
ways apparent. 
Silicates and other insolu- 


ble matter are chai ged and converted into 
material that becomes plant fond, some rap- 
idly, and some soils slowly. 


It is not to the so'u'.i'it/ of plaut f.oil 


alone, however, that the plants secure their 
needed sustenance in every case. Experi- 
ments made at the Rhode I-livnd experi- 
mental station throw addilional light on Ihe 
methods of plant ftedinE, as it has been 
demonstrated and accepted as a fact thnt the 
roots of plants are able to take even mnre 
plant food from the soil than Iliat which 
water alone can dissolve, »s the ends of Ihe 
little rootlels Hwe been shown to be ncid 
and where plants are Browing upon alini'c, 
stone soil it is an easy matter to End sorre 
stone over the surface of which a rootlet may 
-have furrowed a channel, which demon- 
strates that the rootlets are acid at their ex- 
tremities, and their power to_extrnct plant 
food from the so'.l is un-ater than that of 
water. This power of (he rocils to convert 
insoluble material into plant food is one of 
the factors that enter into the numerous pro- 
cesses that permit the soil to be increased 
into fertility when green nianurial crops 
are grown and turned nnder, which 
restoration to the soil of that which has been 
derived from it by first changing tbe com- 
position ol tbe soil aud converting it into 
plant food, the rootlets being the agents. 


Not only do rootlets have tbe acid reaction 


mentioned, but the dissolving power of roots 
varies, as experiments with the grains have 
shown, oats having greater power to extract 
potash from the soil than has wheat, barley 
or rye. This variation renders it impossible 
to make a correct analysis of the soil, aud 
the only method by which the farmer cnn 
satisly himself ia to experiment with vnrions 
fertilizers OB separate plots and note the ef- 
fects of the applications, comparing them 
carefully, making observations 
frEyuently 


and rccotding the results until the crops nre 
inlly matured.—Philadelphia Record. 


Cattle at the World's lair. 


It is gratifying to learn, as we do from 


recent announcements, that the cattle de- 
partment ol the proposed Colombian Fair at 
Chicago is receiving much attention through- 
out the world; and it will probably consti- 
tute the finest exhibition of cattle ever made. 
The American Jersey Cattle Club aud the 
Holsteirt Friesian Association have each ap- 
propriated $10,000 for showing their cattle. 
J. F. Sarg, of Nussdorf, Germany, who rep- 
resents the Cattle Breeders' Association of 
Baden, the largest breeders' association on 
the Continent, writes that he intends to send 
aherdofSimmenthal cattle. These cattle 
come from Switzerland and are large, the 
cowa weighing about 1,400 pounds, and of- 
ten 1,600 or ! ,700 pounds, or more. Tbey 
are white, and marked with large, irregular 
and sharply denned spots or bars of red, 
yellow or drab color. They are nicely shap- 
ed, have fine hone, head and skin, aud 
should make ft good impression, though they 
are probably no improvement to the breeds 
now found in America.

The difference can be at once 
recognized by feeling the skin underneath 
the clothing; in sunstroke the skin feels 
horning hot; in Heat Exhaustion it is cold. 


TltEATMEST.

ed place, where there is plenty of pore, 
fresh air. 


2. Strip his clothiugto the waisfc,and place 


him in a rtcnmbeot position. 


3. Pour cold water (ice water ia beat) up-

The poiuts at whiuu the blood may 
1 e most trft'cCtuiiUy cooled are tlewiists, the 
temples, aud the ears, because at those points 
it approaches the surface more nearly incon- 
siderable qoaulifies.

applied. 
Internally, small closes ofbiandy 


may be admiiiiateied witli success; bat mull 
cases of sumtri-ke the patienb should, aa 
soon ay possible, be placed in charge ot a 
competent physician.

some months and should keep free from all 
excitement. 
Peinons who have once suffer- 


ed Horn sunstroke are liable to a second at- 
tack. 
Insanity, in snme of its varied Joi m», 


frequently follows sunstroke. 


In Heat Exhaustion give alcoholic stimu- 


lants and place the patient in a hot bath, so 
as to raise the bodily temperature.

Patal Rattlesnake Bites. 


NASHV^LLB;, TJSNN., ADR. 10.—Tbe body 


uf Miss Luln Bowling was found Satorflaj 
morning in the woods near Brartyville, Cou- 
non connty. Tbe yonng woman bud bfen 
bitten in a cloz^n places by u nittles-niike, ns 
was shown by as many disc.'lored places on 
ber body, which was badly swollen. 
Coiled 


up beside the body was the reptile which 
had cansed the youag woman's death. 
It 


was killed. It measured five feet and had 
eighteen rattles and a button, and was one 
of the largest rattlesnakes ever seen in tbe 
county. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 10 —William P. Ellet, 


of Philadelphia, who was visiting Lis father, 
H. M. Ellet, near Normnnock Gap, Sussex 
county, N. J., died there a few days ago in 
terrible agony from the effects of a rattle- 
snake's bite. A little boy who was picking 
blackberries one morning io the labter part 
of July came across two large rattlesnakes 
and called to Mr. Ellet to kill them, One of 
the snakes took refoge under a stone. 
The 


lad pointed ont the wrong stone, and Mr. 
Ellet picked up the stone under which the 
snake was hidden. The reptile buried its 
fangs in tbe middle finger of Mr. Ellet'a 
hand. He paid no attention to the bite un- 
til he had killed the snake, which was near- 
ly five feet long. He then started for home, 
sucking the wound on. the way. 
"When he 


reached bis father's house he could get no 
whisky or other antidotes, and when a phy- 
sician arrived, on hour later, his arm was 
terribly swollen to the shoulder and much 
discolored. Across his right side and the 
middle of his back the akiu was very black, 
and his stomach bad by this time been so af- 
fected by the poison that it would not retain 
any medicine. Mr. Ellet'a agony during 
the next twenty-four hours was beyond de- 
scription, and his death was hourly expect- 
ed. The poison then yielded in a measure 
to the powerful antidote, but last week he 
grew worse and died.
